THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  (Manchester)  of  September  22  contains  tho  following: 

Alexandria  Commercial  Co.,  Alexandria,  September  13:- 
"Crop  news  is,  on  tho  whole,  fairly  satisfactory. 

On  the  Upper  Egyptian  crop  thoro  is  now  very  little  to  say.      In  tho 
southern  districts  tho  crop  has  not  proved  the  unqualified  success  which 
was  expected,  but  this  is  compensated  by  the  excellent  results  obtained 
in  Middle  Egypt,  so  that  the  Uppers  crop,  as  a  whole,  will  be  a  good 
average  ono . 

In  Lower  Egypt  the  Zagcra,  Pilion  and  Nahda  crops  are  proving  less 
good  than  expected,  perhaps  even  slightly  below  averago  in  grade.  Tho 
Sakel  crop  has  not  suffered  to  any  serious  extent;  it  is  progressing 
satisfactorily  and  looks  liko  being  an  average  ono. 

Ginning  yields  are  showing  all  round  bettor  than  last  yoar,  and  crop 
ideas  are  already  being  considerably  influenced  by  this  factor;  yiolds 
better  than  last  yoar  to  tho  extent  of  3  and  4  per  cent,  are  not  uncommon. 

Temperature  is  about  normal." 


G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  Soptombor  13:- 
"In  tho  Delta  tho  woather  continued  to  bo  too  cool  for  tho  period, 
and  as  a  result  tho  maturity  of  tho  crop  has  again  boon  rotardod. 
Wherever  attempts  were  made  in  tho  Sakel  area  to  start  picking  tho  yiold 
proved  rather  disappointing,  but  it  was  pointed  cut  that  tho  majority 
of  tho  bolls  wore  still  uncponod.      Tho  delay  of  tho  crop  can  now  bo 
estimated  at  fully  a  fortnight  from  last  season,  and  about  a  wook  from 
normal.      This  feature  explains  the  discrepancy  which  exists  in  tho  various 
estimates  of  this  yoar.      Tho  plant,  howevor,  is  hoalthy  and  vigorous, 
and  givon  warm  weather,  there  is  overy  reason  to  oxpact  tho  maturity  to 
quicken  from  new  onwards. 

In  Upper  Egypt  picking  is  general  to  tho  northost  points,  and  yiold 
results  are  reportod  to  bo  in  oxcoss  of  last  yoar  by  a  considerable  margin.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  14  states  as  follows: 

"Marked  slackening  in  the  demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  and 
some  slight  decrease  in  the  buying  of  selected  shorter  cotton 
featured  this  and  other  New  England  cotton  consuming  centers  during 
the  past  week,  after  a  period  of  substantial  buying  activity 
immediately  preceding  the  ending  of  the  New  Bedford  strike. 
Apparently,  mill  men  are  somewhat  concerned  over  the  consumption 
situation,  and  are  more  intorestod  at  the  moment  in  obtaining 
orders  for  goods  on  which  to  run  their  equipment  than  they  are 
about  laying  in  a  supply  of  raw  material .      Reasonably  good  buying 
interest  still  appears  in  certain  quarters,  but  it  seems  to  bo 
over-cautious  in  the  matter  of  making  further  definite  commitments, 
and  does  so  only  when  offered  cotton  at  panic  prices. 

"Extra  staple  cotton  has  been  available  on  a  basis  lower,  with 
one  exception,  than  at  any  previous  time  during  the  past  20  years 
and  mill  men  universally  agroo  that  it  is  very  cheap.      Yet  they 
are  unwilling  to  buy  in  largo  volume,  as  a  rule,  and  confess  they 
would  prefor  to  wait  until  thoy  have  goods  orders  in  hand,  oven 
though  such  a  course  may  involve  paying  a  slightly  higher  price 
for  thoir  cotton.

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Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  continued: 

"A  peculiar  situation  exists  with  regard  to  the  longer  cotton, 
some  reporting  great  difficulty  in  filling  inquiries  while  others 
report  trouble  in  finding  "buying  interest.      There  is  a  fair  supply 
of  inch  and  seven  thirty  seconds  cotton  with  some  quoting  as  low  as 
550  to  600  on  December  for  middling,   though  others  are  holding  for 
around  700  on.      Demand  for  inch  and  one-quarter  cotton  is  reported 
in  somo  quarters  and  sales  around  30  cents  and  up  to  32  cents  have 
been  reported  for  strict  and  good  middling.      On  the  other  hand, 
several  houses  with  limited  amounts  of  inch  and  one  quarter  at  their 
disposal,  have  reported  difficulty  in  finding  purchasers  at  prices 

bettor  than  800  to  850  on  December  for  middling.  ***

"Activity  in  Pima  cotton  has  been  reported  in  certain  few  quarters 
of  the  Now  England  market,  and  trading  was  put  through  for  ones,  twos 
and  throes  on  a  basis  of  40  cents  to  40-l/2  cents  for  onos,  39  cents 
to  39-1/2  cents  for  twos,  and  around  38  conts  for  throes,  with  lower 
grados  ranging  botv/oen  35  cents  and  37  cents,  according  to  grade  and 
character.      Somo  report  that  the  staple  length  of  this  yoar's  Pima 
crop  is  not  quite  up  tq  previous  standards  but  tho  supply  is  so  limited 
in  comparison  to  tho  demand  that  this  has  made  littlo  difference  to 
tho  current  price  quotations.      Certain  business  in  tho  gray  goods 
markets  today  is  taken  on  tho  understanding  that  tho  yarn  shall  bo 
made  from  Pima  cotton  so  that  tho  spinner  has  no  choico  but  to  buy 
that  variety,  regardless  of  tho  price. 

"Egyptians  are  inactivo  just  now  in  this  market,  but  medium  grade 
Sakel  is  nominally  quoted  around  36  to  36-l/2  conts,  while  medium 
grado  Egyptian  uppers  is  quotod  around  26  conts  to  27  cents.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  21  states  as  follows: 

"Although  a  number  of  the  New  England  mills  outside  of  New  Bedford 
have  been  steadily  buying  cotton  during  the  past  few  weeks  to  an 
extent  which  will  cover  their  needs  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
current  cotton  season,  the  mills  in  New  Bedford  have  been  aston- 
ishingly indifferent  to  cotton  offerings,  and  seem  .v'0  have  bought 
so  little  cotton  this  fall  that  most  cotton  merchants  are  convinced 
that  full  normal  operation  of  the  New  Bedford  mills  would  exhaust 

the  stocks  of  cotton  on  hand  long  before  spring. 

*  *  * 

"Interest  in  Pima  cotton  was  evident  in  one  or  two  quarters 
here  in  New  Bedford  and  also  occasionally  from  out  of  town  con- 
sumers, but  the  price  quotations  were  unchanged  from  a  week  ago, 
when  ones  and  twos  were  priced  in  the  neighborhood  of  39  cents 
to  40-1/2  cents.      Egyptians  are  still  inactive  and  more  or  less 

nominal  in  price.

•Cotton",  of  Manchester,  dated  October  6,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  from  G.  D.  Sarris  of  Alexandria,  under  date  of  September  27: 

'•feather  conditions,   since  writing  last,  have  very  considerably 
improved,  and  many  observers  are  of  the  opinion  that,  should  the  present 
warmth  continue  for  another  fortnight,   some  amelioration  will  result 
in  the  Sakel  crop.      However,  the  yield  so  far  continues  disappointing. 
In  some  sections,  especially  where  sowing  was  done  unusually  early, 
the  plant  is  better  than  last  year.      But  in  70  per  cent,  of  the  Sakel 
area  the  crop  shows  the  heaviest  deterioration  yet  to  be  recorded  in 
recant  years.      The  first  picking  is  extremely  light.      A  very  large 
proportion  of  rotten  and  carbonised  bolls,  are  to  be  seen.        The  Nile 
flood  came  ten  days  earlier  than  normal,  which  may  account  for  the 
lowering  of  the  condition  of  late  plantations. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  crop  of  Upper  Egypt,  which  was  assured  before 
the  advent  of  the  flood,  is  almost  surpassing  expectations  in  yield 
results,  and  the  actual  favourable  weather  is  credited  for  a  very 
successful  second  picking  in  addition. 

''The  quality  of  the  staple  is  extremely  varied.      Some  noted  districts 
gave  weak  and  wasty  Uppers.      The  northern  regions  of  Upper  Egypt  have 
the  best  cottons."

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  28  states  as  follows: 

"Another  week  of  unaccountable  dullness  and  inactivity  has  featured 
most  New  England  cotton  consuming  markets.      Sales  here  and  in  other 
centers,  too,  have  been  few  and  far  betweon  and  for  the  most  part 
very  small  in  volume.      This  is  in  spite  of  continued  fair  activity 
in  cotton  goods,  with  the  mills  apparently  taking  further  forward 
business  each  week  but  taking  no  steps  to  cover  these  orders  with 
raw  material  purchases. 

"Basis  quotations  are  even  weaker  than  they  were  a  week  ago  and 
cotton  merchants  urge  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  them  to  go 
lower,  so  far  as  extra  staples  are  concernod,  no  matter  what  happens. 
Manufacturers,  on  the  other  hand,  talk  much  about  the  abnormally 
largo  carryovor  of  extra  staple  cotton  and  of  the  restricted  con- 
sumption and  largo  current  surplus  of  this  sort  of  cotton.  Some 
claim  there  is  nothing  in  sight  now  to  cause  any  stiffening  in  basis 
for  weeks  and  months  to  come  and  point  out  that  it  is  quite  possible 
for  extra  staple  cotton  prices  to  drop  virtually  to  the  same  levels 
as  contract  cotton.      Although  few  really  believe  such  a  thing  will 
happen,  they  can  seo  no  prospect  of  higher  basis  in  the  near  future, 
and  in  view  of  the  quick  time  now  being  made  on  cotton  shipments 
from  the  South  into  New  England,  they  are  in  no  hurry  to  make  purchases 
until  their  reserve  supplies  are  mora  nearly  exhausted. 


LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
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Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  continued: 

"Demand  for  Pima  sprang  up  in  several  quarters  during  the  past 
week  or  two  and  trading  has  taken  place  at  prices  ranging  in  the 
neighborhood  of  39  to  40  cents  for  number  twos  and  number  onos  of 
staple  not  less  than  inch  and  nine-sixteenths.      Number  threes  and 
fours  can  be  had  around  37  to  38  cents.      Some  houses  are  asking 
above  40  cents  and  claim  to  bo  able  to  command  this  figure  from 
lace  and  thread  mills  in  this  country  and  abroad,  which  are 
accustomed  to  buy  cotton  of  super-quality. 

"There  seems  to  be  very  little  interest  in  Egyptian  cotton  just 
now,  and  prices  on  Sakel  and  on  Uppers  are  merely  nominal,  boing 
not  much  changed  from  levels  current  one,  two  and  three  weeks  ago.
